DR. ARMANDO OSCAR PACHECO, FOREIGN SECRETARIAT TECHNICAL 
AMBASSADOR, SUMMONED EMBOFF THIS MORNING (FEB 22) TO 
HIS OFFICE TO ASCERTAIN US POSITION ON POSSIBILITY OF CREATION OF 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE FROM MEMBERSHIP OF UN HUMAN RIGHTS 
COMMISSION FOR PURPOSE OF INVESTIGATING ALLEGATIONS OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN CHILE. AMBASSADOR PACHECO 
SAID CHILEAN CHARGE D'AFFAIRES MADE DEMARCHE TO 
FOREIGN SECRETARIAT FEB 21 ASKING GODR TO JOIN CHILE TO 
OPPOSE ANY SUCH INITIATIVE IN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION. 
SPEAKING PERSONALLY, AMB PACHECO SAID HE OPPOSED CREATION 
OF SPECIAL INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE ON BOTH JURIDICAL 
GROUNDS AND ALSO BECAUSE IT WOULD CONSTITUTE A VIOLATION 
OF THE NON-INTERVENTION PRINCIPLE. 

HE ASKED THAT WE MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO PROVIDE HIM WITH 
US POSITION IN THIS REGARD ASAP IN ORDER FOR APPROPRIATE 
INSTRUCTIONS TO BE SENT TO DOMINICAN DELEGATION PRIOR TO 
VOTE ON THIS ISSUE.
